R. J. CROCKER DIES 


The death of Richatd John 
Crocker, aged 63, occurred Tues- 
day afternoon in the Colonel Bel- 
cher hesrital, Calgary. 


Solution of the Iraq problem has 
probably become the major consid- 
eration, tor the moment, in Hitler’s 
mind.

& OCCUPIED COUNTRIES 


The Hon W. P. Mulock, K.C., 
Postmaster General, announces 
that arrangements have been made 
by the Canadian Post Office Depart- 
ment for a system of Personal Post- 
al Messages to facilitate the sending 


of brief messages between persons 


in Canada and relatives and friends 
in enemy and enemy-occupied coun- 
tries, including Germany, Austria, 
Italy, Czechoslavakia, German held 
Poland, Belgium, Holland, Nerway, 
Luxembourg, Denmark, occupied 
France and the Channel Islands. 
Such messages are to be written 
onan official form and are tb con- 
fined to simple messages not exceed- 
ing 20 words which are purely 
personal in character relating to 
family news or inquiry as to the 
well-being of the addressee or his 
relatives and friends. Nothing of a 
political, economic or military char 
acter is permitted. Messages should 
bein English, French or German. 
The messages will be transmitted 
through the intermediary of the 
International Red Cross Committee 
at Geneva, Switzerland, on the 
special official forms which may be 
obtained through any Postmaster. 
The fee fora Personal Postage 
Vessage is 25c which paye postage 
to final destination as well as the 
postage from Geneva to Canada on 
the addressee's reply.

A cheap effective ty spray can be 
made right at home on the farm. 
Into one gallon of high test gasoline 
(coal oi!) add three quarters of a 
pound of fresh Pyrethrum Flowers. 
Allow the Pyrethrum to soak in the 
kerosene fur 24 hours, stirring it 
occasionally, then allow this mix- 
ture to settle for anothes 24 hours, 
aod then pour off the kerosene, 
which is used for the spray.
